N ew Y o r k , January 21st.—The Associ­ 
ated Fioneers of Territorial days in Cali­ 
fornia celebrated the forty-first anniversary 
by a dinner last night at Delraonico’s. 
Am ong the gufsts were General Sherm an, 
K. U. Johnson, Dem as Strong, Sinclair Mc- 
K elway, H . W ilson, George H am lin, James 
McCioskey. Jam es XI. Pray, Charles XV. 
Schum an, W illiam XI. XValters, XX’illiam A. 
Hedenberg, XVilliam XI. Burgoyne, Jam es 
S. Spinney and others. 
The room was dec­ 
orated w ith bunting, and to rem ind the 
boys of oldeu tim es signs were hung about 
the room beariog the names of different 
camp3 and claim s, w hile others bore the 
nam es of various Keepers of suitlers’ stores 
in those days. 
XIany letters o f regret were 
received. 
General Sherman spoke on the pastoral 
days of California in '40 and ’47. 
H e said: 
"In 1848 I was Adjutant of the Depart­ 
m ent, and I w ell remember the first piece 
of gold. 
We were in Xfonterey, and one 
afternoon two men came down from the 
m ountains with saddlebags across their 
m ules and told us they had gold with 
them . 
W e looked at the nuggets and 
found they were gold. 
The men said that 
up at Captain Sutter’s, whence they came, 
there were heaps of gold, m ountains of it, 
and that Ceptaiu Sutter had sent them 
down in order to get a title for a quarter 
section w hich he occupied. 
“Of course we couldn’t give them a title 
to the land. 
XVe went to Sutter’s. 
It took 
us two weeks to go from XIonterey to Sac­ 
ramento, where now it requires only about 
eight hours. 
"Y’ou 
remember 
Sam Brannan, the 
Mormon gentlem an ?" 
“Yes, yes.” 
“W ell, he came down to the diggings to 
collect tithes lrom the Mormons who were 
working there. 
They paid tithes for a 
while until they cam e to Captain Mason, 
the com m andant, who asked. ’Is It right 
for us to pay this tith e?’ 
‘Y es,’ was the 
response, ’if you are darned fools enough 
to do it.’ 
Thereupon the supply stopped, 
but Brannan had by this tim e collected 
$25,000, and Brigham X’oung sent to him 
for the m oney. 
Brannan refused to give 
it up. and sent this m essage back : ‘I col­ 
lected this m oney for the 
Lord Jesus 
Christ, and when he sends for a certified 
check he can have it.’ ” 
General Sherntan spoke at considerable 
length of other California rem iniscences, 
and told an am using story o f “Jim Crow ’ 
Sm ith. 
H e took occasion to condem n the 
action of the Vigilance Committee. "K now­ 
ing Judge Norton as I did,” he went on, 
“I stood by him as lor.g I could and then 1 
went under.” General Sherntan concluded 
with an eloquent tribute to General Fre­ 
m ont. 
R. U. Johnson spoke of the work which 
is being done by the Century Magazine in 
com m em orating the fortieth anniversary 
of California becom ing a State. 
Addresses were also m ade by Sinclair 
M cKilwav, editor of the Brooklyn Eagle, 
who spoke of the press, and by Dr. G. Q. 
Couteas. 
A ll the guests joined in singing 
old camp songs of the days when they 
went gold hunting, and how they did sing! 
The evening was an enjoyable one through­ 
out, and the boys d isp ersid to m eet again 
this date next year.

The killing was the outcom e of the troubles 
which resulted som e tim e ago in a bloody 
battle between citizens of Richm ond. 
Som e m onths ago, Terry, w ho was Tax 
Assessor for Fort Bend county, and a m em 
her of what is known as the "Woodpecker 
Party,” had a difficulty with the three Gib­ 
son boys, all members of the "Jay Bird 
party.” 
F ive w eeks later Terry m et one of the 
Gibson brothers in Wharton and killed 
him . 
XVheu the case came tip for trial 
Terry got a change of venue to Galveston 
county. 
Judge Parker indicted him for 
murder in Fort Bead county. 
H e also se­ 
cured a chsnge of venue to this county and 
the cases were set down for to-day, and 
the witnesses for both the prosecution and 
defense bronght to this city a large num ber 
, f the adherents of the “Jay Bird” and 
“ W oodpecker” factions. 
About 10 
a . 
m . K yle Terry and his 
brother. Captain DavidTerry, of California, 
Judge Parker, Judge XVeston, Dr. Gale and 
som e othero entered tbe front door of the 
Court-house. 
Terry turned to the left, 
towards the stairway, and had just reached 
the second step when a shot was fired. 
It 
struck him under the right arm and came 
ont of the left breast, and literally tore his 
heart to pieces. 
There was a m om ent’s pause, and then 
four or five shots were fired from different 
directions. One parsed through the arm of 
Judge W eston, of Fort Bend county, an­ 
other through the leg of H enry Little, a 
Galvestonian. 
Eye-witnesses say three men were shoot­ 
ing, nam ing tnem 83 Val. Gibson, who 
killed Terry, and whose brother Terry had 
killed in 
W harton; Dan Ragsdale and 
Young M itchell, all from Fort Bend county 
and all "gay birds.” 
Im m ediately after the shooting six ar­ 
rests were mare. 
The principal one is 
Val. Gibson, who fired the first and only 
fatal shot. 
H e is a young man about 25 
years old, and treats the matter coolly. 
Gibson was the oldest man in the attack­ 
ing party, tour of the others being under 
21 years of age. 
It was evident the intention was to kill 
Weston and Parker as well as Terry. 
Judge Parker is a m ember of tbe State 
Legislature from Fort Bend county, and is 
charged with having been the cause of the 
late riot in Richm ond. 
H is trial for m ur­ 
der com es up to morrow. 
H e is charged 
with the k illing o f a negro wom an during 
the R ichm ond riot.

"HE FUNDED DEBT COMMISSION AND 
A NEW CHARTER. 
From the inception of the idea, the 
,vri okd-U n io n approved of the establish­ 
ment of the Funded Debt Commission 
created by special act of the Legislature 
for the reduction of the debt of this city. 
For years this journal stood alone advocat­ 
ing its maintenance. We have at no time 
defended the system upon moral grounds, 
but since it was legal and recognized 
by law as an attribute of sovereignty, the 
liixoR D -U nion has maintained that its 
policy should be conserved, and still be­ 
lieves that its vitality should ho preserved, 
.'lore than that, we entertain the belief 
that had the provisions of the law creating 
it been uniformity observed, and not have 
been suspended—as it practically was—the 
debt would have by this time been very 
nearly, if not wholly, wiped out. It may he 
taken as undisputed that a majority of our 
citizens are now opposed to the destruction 
of the Commission. 
A few years ago the R ecord-U n io n en­ 
larged upon some patent defects in the 
system of municipal government in Sacra­ 
mento, aud pointed out that if the time had 
not then come, it was not far distant when 
the erection of a new charter would be 
imperative and economic. At no time, 
however, was any abandonment of the Com­ 
mission suggested or contemplated. It 
was assumed that it could lie perpetuated 
under a new charter. The agitation for a 
new charter after the amendment of the 
Constitution in 18S7 was renewed. The 
pressure was made strong upon the Trus­ 
tees to order an election for freeholders 
to frame such a charter, and it was foreseen 
that defeat of that demand was improbable. 
Nevertheless, only a few weeks ago in com­ 
mon with the San Francisco Bulletin and 
Alta, the R ecord-U nio n called the atten­ 
tion of the people to the fact that an Act of 
the late Legislature had sapped the life of 
the new charter of Oakland, and that it was 
the opinion of some of the best lawyers of 
the State, that as the Constitution now 
stands any charter that may be adopted 
will be at the mercy of the Legislature 
and of every genetal Act it may pass even 
remotely relating to municipal corpora­ 
tions. It was pointed out that the Legis­ 
lature was itself so well convinced of this 
fact that it proposed an amendment to the 
Constitution to cure the defect, and to so 
read that no laws in conflict with charters 
of cities, so far as their police regulations 
are concerned, shall operate to invalidate 
or suspend such charters. 
This new 
amendment is to lie voted upon by the 
people in November next. If adopted it 
will make municipal charters, once ap­ 
proved by the Legislature, independent of 
State enactments for all municipal pur­ 
poses. 
K. T. Devlin, in a communication to the 
Trustees, and which was published in 
these columns yesterday in full, made this 
matter very clear, and he has thereby done 
the people a substantial service. It will 
observed that his argument against the 
policy of erecting a new charter pursues 
precisely the line taken by the R e co rp - 
D n jo n a few weeks ago. hut his opinion is 
elaborate and is fortified by legal argu­ 
ment that is forcible and trenchant. It is 
understood, at this writing, that Judge 
Holt has prepared an opinion also, upon 
similar lines. 
Rut it having been determined hv the 
Trustees that the whole subject matter 
should be committed to a Hoard of Free­ 
holders, which has the power to refuse to re­ 
port a charter, the R e co rd -U n io n turned 
its attention to securing the very best com­ 
position of that Board possible. Recently 
Hon. A. P. Callin, eminent counsel, has 
given a written opinion that the Funded 
Debt Commission can be constitutionally 
perpeluated in a new charter. We confess 
to profound respect for the opinion of that 
gentleman and for his character as friend 
of the city. Other counsel of ability hold 
adverse to the views of Mr. Catlin, and 
lastly comes Mr. Devlin, who, without 
touching the question of the continuance 
of the Commission at all, suggests the 
other difficulties referred to. Thus the 
whole question is involved in extreme 
donbt, and the community has come hack 
to the precise spot from which the 
RrcuKD-UxiON considered the matter only 
a few weeks ago, to-wit: Is it, or is it not, 
wicer to wait in the matter of new charter- 
xnnkinu until the last proposed amend­ 
ment to the Constitution is passed upon ? 
"Whether, in other words, it is not better 
to postpone the making of a new charter 
until all doubt whatever is removed con­ 
cerning the perpetuation of the Funded 
Debt Commission ? And we may as well 
state now, as later on we should have done, 
that after the organization of the Boaid 
of Freholders, the R e co rd -U n io n will 


oppose the report of any charter that will j 
put that Commission in peril. 
This is the situation, and it confirms the 
position of the R e co rd -U n io n in every 
particular and detail from the first day 
when it approved of the erection of the 
Commission to this, when, after all these 
years of trial of the system, it opposes its 
destruction. This, however, is to be said, 
that the new Constitution of 1879, the 
amendments of 1887, the enactments ot 
1889, the proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment of 1889, to he voted upon in 1890, 
the fate of the Oakland new charter and 
the conflicting opinions of eminent eoun- 
sel as well as the decisions of the Courts 
cited by Mr. Devlin, are calculated to 
confuse the public mind aud involve it in 
a maze of doubt. The question, therefore, 
for the Trustees to now decide is whether 
the city can afford the expense of solving 
these doubts or the assumption of the 
risks: or, if the Board of Freeholders is 
chosen, whether it will be wise for it to re­ 
port a new chaster ? 
In the meantime, let it be kept in mind 
that if the proclamation calling an elec­ 
tion remains unrecalled, a Board will be 
chosen, since no vote against it is possible ; 
that is to say, if there are hut twenty votes 
cast any fifteen citizens receiving eleven of 
them will he elected. Any agitation look­ 
ing to the defeat of the Board at the polls 
is, therefore, out of the question, and the 
R e co rd -U n io n will not favor it. If the 
proclamation remains, this journal will ad­ 
vocate election of the Citizens’ ticket, 
and when it is elected, as it will he if an 
election is held, it will oppose any step by 
its members that will involve the possible 
destruction of the Funded Debt Commis­ 
sion. 
It is learned that the Trustees have 
themselves become so impressed with the 
involvement of the questions considered, 
that they have requested the attorneys 
named upon their ticket to consult and 
advise the Board whether it is the part of 
wisdom to hold the election in the light 
of all the developments referred to. So, 
too, the gentlemen nominated upon the 
Citizens’ ticket have resolved to meet and 
consider these questions, and the result of 
their deliberations, we doubt not, will early 
be made known. 


SACRAMENTO BONDS. 


RAILROADS AND THE SNOW. 
The labors in which the officers and em­ 
ployes of the Southern Pacific Company 
are now engaged to relieve blockaded 
trains are heroic in character, aud proba­ 
bly could not be surpassed in energy or 
wise direction. It is almost marvelous, 
with such a great number of trains blocked 
in the snow, the passengers virtually im­ 
prisoned and suffering discomfort, that no 
complaints have been heard. Either hu­ 
man nature has suddenly improved, or else 
the Southern Pacific Company has been so 
unsparing in its effort to relieve the situa­ 
tion that there is no ground for complaint 
sufficiently substantial for even carpers to 
hang a charge upon. The truth is, that 
the visitations of this winter have been so 
phenomenal that no human power could 
have overcome the obstacles interposed to 
transportation across the mountains in any 
brief time. It is a question of patience 
and endurance while the armies of shovel- 
ers, train men and engineers battle with 
the elements. When the enormous higlit 
of the snow-drifts are considered, the 
depth of the canyons in which some of 
the trains are imprisoned, the severity of 
the weather upon the mountain hights and 
the enormous cost of clearing a passage 
way through the snow are taken into ac­ 
count, coupled with the difficulties and ex­ 
penses of feeding nearly three thousand 
people at such a distance from all markets, 
and at points to which the transportation 
of food is almost prohibited by the snow­ 
drifts, except by men on snowshoes, it will 
be realized what a vast problem engages 
the attention of the railroad people, and 
how difficult a task they have in hand. 
That they have done all that human agency 
can do to open the roads east and north, 
over the Sierra and through the Shasta 
ranges, and to care for the snow-bound 
passengers imprisoned on those lonely alti­ 
tudes, is on all hands freely admitted, and 
the confession is a compliment to the man­ 
agement, of which it has every reason to 
be proud. It is altogether unlikely that 
the carriers by rail will ever be “caught 
out” in this manner again by the storm 
king. The new appliances for cutting 
pathways through the snow and for rapidly 
clearing the tracks, will be brought into 
such early play, and be so numerously em­ 
ployed, that ail future storms of such se­ 
verity as that which has prevailed for 
now nearly two months, will be success­ 
fully met and overcome and traffic be but 
slightly interrupted. 


W h e r e the demand is for wise counsel 
for conservatism, the experience of age 
is needed; when vigorous action is de­ 
manded youth is called upon. When 
youth sneers at age it manifests the ab­ 
sence of wisdom ; when age decries youth, 
it testifies to its lack of the sentiment of 
justice.

If he does not develop the capacity 
for self-government he must take the con­ 
sequences, but give him every opportunity 
and deny him no reasonable means of bet­ 
tering himself. 
If, as reported, Edison has discovered 
the means of constructing an electrical 
motor that necessitates use of neither the 
storage battery nor the overhead wire, then 
he has on hand the most useful invention 
of the age, provided always that it is 
economic.

FULL TEXT OF TEE DECISION OF THE 
SUPSEHE C0UET. 


The T reasurer W as R ight in R efusing to 
Pay In terest Upon Coupons U nder 
the Statute. 


The R ecord-U nion published several 
days ago a synopsis of the late decision of 
the Supreme Court in the Sacramento 
bond case, but so much interest attaches to 
the subject at present that we give below 
the opinions of the Court in fu ll: 
IN BANK. 
[Filed January 15,1890.J 
Bates, appellant, vs. Gerber, respondent. No. 
13,329. 
Held, affirming the judgment of the Court be­ 
low:That the Treasurer of the city of Sacramento 
caunot be compelled by mandamus to pay in­ 
terest on the unpaid interest of the bonds issued 
iu puisuauce of Section 35, page 2fc0, Statute 
1858. This Act does not impose on the Treas 
urer the duty of paving more than the annual 
interest. 
That the statute under and by virtue of which 
these bonds were Dsued was the basis ot, and 
became a part of, the contract, aud the bond­ 
holders must be held to have taken the bonds 
with the understanding aud agreement that 
they were only entitled to the principal and the 
annual interest, and that if the fuud provided 
for the payment thereof should be insufficient 
to meet the same that no interest on the cou­ 
pons was provided for or could be recovered. 
That appellant’s contention that these cou­ 
pons drew interest fiom their maturity under 
the general statute providing for such interest 
alter m aturity on all contracts is untenable, aud 
tbe Treasurer had a right to impose as a condi­ 
tion upon which he would pay the annual in. 
terest that the coupons should be surrendered 
Mandamus to compel the respondent, as 
Treasurer oí the city oí Sacramento, to pay in­ 
terest on overdue coupons of certain bonds of 
said city. 
The Court below sustained thedem urrer to the 
complaint and rendered judgment for the de­ 
fendant thereon. The plaintiff appeals. 
The precise question presented here was de­ 
cided adversely to the appellant in Davis vs. 
Porter (66 Cal., 658). Un the authority of that 
case the judgment of the Court below must be 
affirmed, not alone because it lias been so de­ 
cidid by this Court, but because it was cor­ 
rectly decided for the reasons stated iu the 
opinion. 
Iu this case a demand was made on the Treas­ 
urer for the payment of the annual interest pro­ 
vided for by the coupons, and interest 03 the 
amount due on such coupons from the time the 
same matured. The Treasurer ottered to pay 
the amount called for by the coupons, on de­ 
livery of such coupons to him, but declined to 
pay interest on the interest or to pay any part 
of the indebtedness unless the coupons were 
surrendered as lolly paid aud satisfied. 
It is earnestly contended by the appellant that, 
conceding that mandamus would not lie to 
compel the Treasurer to pay interest on the an­ 
nual interest, such coupons drew interest from 
their maturity under the general statute pro­ 
viding for feucb interest, alter maturity, on all 
contracts, and that as the debt existed the 
Treasurer liad no right to impose, as a condi­ 
tion upon which he would pay the annual in­ 
terest, that the coupons should be surrendered. 
We cannot accede to this view of the law. 
These bonds were provided ior by special stat­ 
ute, which provided a specific fund out of 
which they should be paid. The Act provided 
ior the payment oí the principal and annual in­ 
terest and*nothing more. (Stats. 1858. page 279, 
Sec. 
page 280.) There was no other fuud 
out of which the interest demanded could have 
been paid, and to have paid out a part of the 
fund on a liability not provided for,*or allowed 
by law, would have been to divert a part of the 
fuud from the purpose intended aud thereby to 
deprive other oondholders of their annual in­ 
terest and perhaps of their principal. The stat­ 
ute having provided specifically what should be 
paid out of this fuud, aud oí what the fund 
should consist, it cuuuot be presumed that it 
was the intention of the legislature that there 
should be a general liability over against the 
city for interest on tbe anuual interest in case 
the fund for any year should be insufficient to 
meet such interest. The statute under and by 
virtue of which these bonds were issued was 
the basis of. aud became a part of, the contract, 
and the bondholders must be held to have 
taken the bonds with the understanding aud 
agreement that they were only entitled to the 
principal and the annual interest, aud that if 
the fund provided lor the payment thereof 
should be insufficient to meet the same that no 
interest on the coupons were provided for or 
could be recovered. 
Judgment affirmed.

CONCURRING OPINIONS. 
I concur in the judgment. Even if these con - 
pons bear interest aner maturity, or after non­ 
payment for want of funds at or after maturity 
(which is not conceded) the Treasurer did all 
that he ivas required or authorized to do when 
he ottered to pay the lace of the coupons upon 
condition oí their surrender to him; aud the 
condition w as one which he was not only au­ 
thorized, but which it was his duty to im­ 
pose. 
The bond from which each coupon was sev­ 
ered, as well as the Act under which it was 
issued, was a part of the contract made between 
the municipality and the persou to whom the 
bond was issued, at the time it was issued, and 
all the condi ions of that contract followed the 
bond and every coupon attached to it, into 
w hosesoever hands it might thereafter go. The 
Act was a special one for the incorporation of a 
municipality, the funding of the indebtedness 
of its predecessors, for which it would be liable, 
and providing for the general government ot 
the new municipality, it constituted the whole 
law of the State on the speeial subjects with 
which it dealt, and for which it provided—tak­ 
ing those subjects out of the operation of all 
general laws which might otherwise have been 
applicable thereto. The holders of claims 
against the former municipality, or the former 
county, were not bound to accept its provisions, 
but if they did they aud their subsequent as­ 
signees were bound by them. 
(¿tioad these bonds, and the coupons attached 
to them, that Act becomes a part of the con­ 
tract. The Act provided lor the issuance of the 
bond*, for the time of their maturity, for the 
payment of annual interest thereon at the rate 
of 6 per cent, per annum, payable at the office 
of the Treasurer on the first day of January in 
each year, and that coupons for the interest 
should bn attached to each bond; and also pro­ 
vided tor a fund to meet these several sums as 
they should fall due. It did not' provide for 
either principal or interest bearing interest 
after maturity, aud provided no fund to meet 
such an added liability. The holders ot the 
bonds accepted them with full knowledge of 
these provisions, and that this statute consti­ 
tuted the whole law' by which their rights and 
remedies were to be ascertained and deter­ 
mined; for every man dealing with a municipal 
corporation is bound to know that its powers 
are only such as are conferred by the statute 
under which it is authorized to act, aud its ob­ 
ligations can only be sucb as it is by tbe statute 
authorized to assume, or those necessarily inci 
dent to the exercise ot the powers expressly 
conferred. Knowing this, they knew that no 
provision was, or without further legislation 
could be, made tor the payment ot interest niter 
maturity upon a^y of these ob igations. They 
also knew that they could not maintain any 
action against the municipality upon any obli­ 
gation arising under this Act, and accepted 
their obligations upon that condition. Nothing 
iu the .Act prohibited them from maintaining any 
proper action agaiust the officers of the mu­ 
nicipality for neglect to perform any of the 
dutRS p escribed by the Act, but thfy were for­ 
bidden to maiutaiu any action agaiuft the mu­ 
nicipality itself, upon any liability incurred 
under the Act, and they voluntarily accepted 
these obligations upon that condition. 
This A it provided for the funding of the old 
indebtedness; for the creation of a fund to meet 
the obligations specially authorized in that be­ 
half; and also for a fund to meet the current 
expenses of the government of the munici­ 
pality; but it not only, ex industria. omitted to 
provide for any of these obligations bearing 
interest after maturity, or for the payment of 
any such iuterest, but it also expressly provided 
that no officer nor any person should have power 
to contract a debt against the municipality for 
any purpose or under any pretext whatever. 
(3ee 8ec. *55). If any of the officers bad made 
any provision, express or implied, to the effect 
that any of the obligations which they 
were authorized to issue under the Act should 
bear interest at a greater rate or for a longer 
period than that provided in the Act itself, to 
that extent it would have been in direct viola­ 
tion of this provision and void. 
In view, then, of the fact that all the rights 
and obligations of the parti*s iu relation to 
these bonds and coupons are limited and con­ 
trolled by the provisions of this Act uuder 
which they were issued, the able argument of 
counsel in support of the proposition that tbe 
coupons bear iuterest after maturity, based 
upon the statutes and upon decisions rendered 
under other law s, seems to me to have no ap 
plication. The Act takes the subject matter 
upon which 4 it 
op rates out 
of 
the 
general laws in relation to interest and 
out of the operation oí all other laws. 
Under this Act the rule laid down in Sohr 
rs supervisors of Calaveras County (¿9 Cab, 
YM) seems to me the only rule that can be ap­ 
plied : “Wncn no provision is made in a fund­ 
ing statute ior the payment of interest afte. the 
bonds issued under it have become due, do in­ 
terest will accrue thereon after that date.’’ And 
the rule that will apply to the bonds will also 
apply to the coupons. As was said in Beals vs. 
Supervisors of Calaveras County (28 Cal . 450), 
“there is no express contract to pay interest, 
and no rule of aw independent of fcta'utory 
provisions that would require interest to be 
paid.” The statute under consideration in the 
case of David vs. County of Yuba (75 Cal.. 452) 
was so widely different irom the one cow* under 
c jnsidoration as to make the decision iu that 
case ot no value as an authority in this caie. 
Thcro it was expressly provided that oner 
funds might be resorted 10 than the one created 
under the landing Act, and that the* Board 
might make other provisions than Iho e speci­ 
fied in the Act, if those were found insufficient. 
The payment of interest iu consideraron of for­ 
bearance might well be allowed in that case, 
and the provisions of the statute were suffi­ 
ciently liberal to allow that to be done. 
It is claimed that the case of Davis vs. Porter 
(65 Cab, 658j holds that the coupons upon the 
bonds issued und* r this Act bear interest after 
maturi y, but I do not so read the decision. 
The effect of that decision is that, even if it be 
conceded ih*t they so bear interest, the plaintiff 
was not entitled to the relief demauded, for the 
reason that the Treasurer was not authorized to 
pay more than the face of the coupons. It was 
cot necessary in that case to decide that they 
did (or did do?* bear interest, and the language 
used dors not import a decision to that effect. 
I am unable to find any decision that will sui>- 
port that theory, as applicable to bonds or cou­ 
pons i sued under a statute like tbe one here 
{ under consideration. 
But, as said in the ease last referred to, and 
! as I have said in the beginning, even if these 
! coupons did b ar interest after maturity or pre- 
sentEtion. the plaintiff is not entitled to this 
writ for the reason that the Treasurer is not by 
;he Act auth rized to pay anything more than 
1 ibe face of the ob.igation, an I he offered to pay 


that upon the only terms and conditions upon 
which he was authorized to pay it, namely, s 
upon surrender of the coupons. The bond, as 
well as the Act, forms a part of the contract, , 
and every coupon refers to the bond, and de­ 
clares upon its face that it is for interest upon 
the bona. The holder is. therefore, bound to 
look at the bond, as well as the coupon, for the 
conditions of his contract; aud when he does 
so he finds it specified in express terms that the 
interest (for which the coupon is attached) is 
payable upon surrender ot the coupon. Plaintiff

was not, therefore, entitled to the payment of 
even the principal sum named in the coupon, 
except upon surrender of such coupon.

Fox, J. 
I concur in the judgment for the reasons 
stated in the decision in Davis vs. Porter (66 Cal., 
638). In that case the main question presented 
in this case was fully arguea by counsel, con­ 
sidered and decided. I am of opinion that the 
decision there made was correct in every par­ 
ticular, viz , that mandamus would notlie to 
command the payment of interest on the inter­ 
est mentioned in the coupons. The prayer in 
the petition for the maudatc herein is for a writ 
commanding the payment of both coupons and 
interest on them. It was properly refused, lor 
the reason that, as asked lor, it would include 
interest on coupons, which the Court could not 
lawfully grant. The demand on the Treasurer 
also Included both coupons and interest on cou­ 
pons. It was, therefore, proper to refuse the 
w rit (Price vs. Riverside Land and I. Co., 56 
Cal., 436) While it would have been error to 
refuse the writ for the payment of the coupons, 
it was not error to refuse it for the payment of 
coupons aud interest on them. 
I am, however, ot opinion that the holder of 
overdue coupons has the right to have, under 
the statute, as it has stood from the date of the 
first statute on the subject of iuterest enacted in 
this State, and as it stands now, from the city of 
Sacramento, interest on such overdue coupons. 
In that respect the city of Sacramento is like 
any other debtor. The refusal to pay such in­ 
terest woi Id be repudiation, nothing more nor 
less.Iam of opinion that the Treasurer had no 
right to demand, as a condition of paying such 
coupons, that they should be surrendered to him. 
The holder of such coupons lias a right under 
the general statute (C. C\, Sec. 3,137), aud under 
the law. if no statute had been enacted to retain 
them, for the reason that he has a claim upon 
them for interest. The payment of the princi* 
pal of the coupon does not pay it iu lu ll; a par­ 
tial payment Is only thus made. The debtor 
(the city of Sacramento) can only require that a 
receipt for the amount paid be written on each 
coupon (C G\, Sec. 3,137, suma). The Treasurer 
can require uo more, and the holder has a right 
to retain in his possession the coupons, with ihe 
receipts written ou them, as evidence of his 
claim for interest not paid.

THE NEW CHARTER. 
The People A re C aretully Considering 
the Proposition. 
Up to a few days ago the people of the 
city generally seemed to be paying very 
little attention to the matter of framing a 
new charter, though the subject has been 
before the Trustees for several months. So 
many weaknesses in the old charter had 
been pointed out from time to time that 
the Trustees concluded that it was the al­ 
most unanimous sentiment of the people 
that a new charter ought to he framed, and 
for that reason decided, several months 
ago, that they would call an election for 
fifteen Freeholders for that purpose early 
in this year. This announcement met 
with no opposition except from a few gen­ 
tlemen who believed that the adoption of 
a new charter would destroy the work of 
the Funded Debt Commission, and the ma­ 
jority of the people who had given the 
legal propositions attention seemed to 
think that a new charter could be framed 
that would preserve all the good work ol 
that Commission. 
The Trustees, therefore, proceeded to 
name fifteen Freeholders to be voted for on 
Januaty 30th, and at this stage of the pro­ 
ceedings the people have commenced to 
wake up to a realization of the importance 
of the step to be taken and are now dis­ 
cussing earnestly the question as to whether 
it is wise to attempt to frame a charter just 
at this time. 
Interest in the matter wa3 intensified 
yesterday when the R ecord-U nion pub­ 
lished Mr. Devlin’s communication to the 
Board of Trustees, which threw new 
light upon the subject. 
The decision 
of tbe Supreme Court in the case of Ah 
You, declaring invalid the Police Court of 
the city of Oakland, as created by its new 
charter, and which reaches other munici­ 
pal regulations, seems to many thoughtful 
persons to put an entirely new face upon 
affairs and to cloud the whole question. 
The Board of Trustees on Monday called 
upon the lawyers who had been nominated 
by it to serve as Freeholders for opinions 
on the subject. 
It is understood that tbe gentlemen who 
have been named on the Citizens’ ticket are 
to hold a meeting and discuss the proposi­ 
tion, and it is possible they may decide it 
will be better not to frame a new charter 
now, though most of them have been 
strongly in favor of it up to the present 
time. 
On the other hand, there are many who 
feel certain that a new charter can be 
framed without destroying the work of the 
Funded Debt Commission, and a few who 
think it would be a good tbing to destroy 
the Commission and refund the debt. The 
opinion seems to be general, however, that 
some definite conclusion should be arrived 
at as to whether it is advisable to adopt a 
new charter at this time, before an election 
for Freeholders is held and the heavy 
attendant expenses incurred.

CONFLICTING 
LEGAL 
OPINIONS 
ON 
THE NEW CKAETEE. 


Views of H on. A . P . C all n and Ju d g e S. 
S. H oll on th is Im p o rta n t

The R e c o b d -U n io jc published yesterday 
m orning the opinion of Robert T. Devlin 
in regard to the framing of a new city 
charter. Other lawyers have given opin­ 
ions on both sides of the question, and we 
give below the views of H on. A. P. Gatlin 
and Judge S. S. Hoil, who take opposite 
sides. 
The opinion of Mr. Gatlin wa3 
given in answer to a letter from our even­ 
ing cotemporary, and is as follows : 
The objections to a new charter founded upon 
the idea that the city would necessarily lose the 
benefits which may be derived in the future 
from a funded debt sinking fund, such us now 
exists under the Act of 1S72, do not appear to 
me to be well taken. It is true that a new char­ 
ter would of itself supercede the existing char­ 
ter, and all amendments thereof, as well as all 
special laws inconsistent with such new char­ 
ter; but it is not to be supposed that a new char­ 
ter would reject all that is good, or any putt 
that is good, in an old charter; on the contrary, 
it is to be piesumed that all that is good will be 
retained and made a part of a new scheme for 
a new city government. 
The people of the fctate, in establishing the 
•reseat Constitution, w ithheld from the Legis­ 
lature the power to charter cities by special 
laws, and retained to themstlves the right of 
local self-government in the m atter of creatiug 
and governing cities in popu’ations of 10,000 
and upwards. Just what the Legislature could 
do under the old Constitution in the way of 
granting charters by special Acts, the people 
may now do in their primary capacity. In both 
cases the charters w ould have to be consistent 
w ith and subject to the Constitution and general 
laws of the State. 
The Act entitled “An Act to provide for the 
redemption of the funded indebtedness of the 
City of Sacramento.” passed March 25 1S72. aud 
creating a Bor.rd of Commissioners to carry it 
into effect, though not iu form oi an amend­ 
ment, is iu effect a part of the city charter; and 
so with the Board of Health, the Board of Edu­ 
cation, and the Board of Fire Commissioners. 
All these, and other features of the existing 
charter, it is not doubted, can be retained by 
being incorporated in a new’ charter, with such 
additions, changes aüd improvements as wis­ 
dom and experience may suggest 
If it be desirable to incorporate in the pro­ 
posed new’ charter the whole scheme of the Act 
of 1872, with the amendments thereof of the Act 
of March 19 188'J, intact, the transition from 
operations under those Acts, with all the bonds, 
coupons, monies and assets of the Commission, 
to operations of the new charter, can be made 
without jar or loss, aud as easy as it would be 
to transfer from the old to the new city, the 
Fire Department w ith all its steamers, horses, 
properties and assets, in the form that it now 
exists intact, if that should be desirable and 
ju d ic io u s 
There is a reason why the Funded Debt Com­ 
mission might fare better under the safe shelter 
of a new charter. The Supreme Court, in 71 
Cal., 310, upheld the Act oi 1872, as not being 
obnoxious to the new Constitution, and the lat­ 
ter was not retroactive iu its effect. The pro­ 
hibition of Article 13, St ction 11, of the Consti­ 
tution against the kind of special legislation 
which is found in the Act of March 19,1889, is iu 
these words : ‘T h e Legislature shall not dele­ 
gate to any special commission, private corpo­ 
ration. company, association or any individual 
any power to make, control, appropriate, super­ 
vise or any way interfere with any county, city, 
town or municipal improvement,’money, prop­ 
erty or effects, whether held in trust or other­ 
wise, or to levy taxes or assessments, or perform 
any municipal functions whatever.” 
Iu the case mentioned the Court said “That 
this proposition is prospective and applies to 
the Legislature created by the Constitution in 
which the prohibition is iound. seeins too clear 
for argument. The prohibition became operat­ 
ive with the rest of the Constitution, and could 
only limit the power of the Legislature provided 
for in the Constitution.” 
; Now', it was the Legislature upon which the 
above prohibition is laid which passed the Act 
of March 19, 1889, the passage of which was 
procured at the instance of the Funded Debt 
Commission, and upon which it relies as being 
absolutely necessary to its future success. 
The 
Act ot 1872 authorized the Commission to an­ 
nually tax the city not exceeding 35 cents on 
the 8100 to purchase bonds at any price not ex­ 
ceeding 35 cents on the dollar. This, the Con­ 
stitution does not by retroaction affect. The 
Act of 1889 authorizes the Commission to an­ 
nually tax the city at the same rate to purchase 
bonds at any price above 33 cents on the dol­ 
lar. 
This, the Constitution acts upon prospect­ 
ive; y. aud it seems to me al>out as certain as 
anything in Jaw can be that if the Act of 1889, 
the sheet a -'¿or in the hopes of the Commis­ 
sion, were before the Supreme Court it would 
promptly be condemned as unconstitutional. 
Not so, if it were under the protection of a 
charter made by people in their primary capac­ 
ity, for they only have the power of special leg­ 
islation, a city charter being, except when 
made under a general law, applicable to all the 
communities of ibe State alike, a piece of,spe- 
Cial legislation iu whole and in part. 
There may be reasons more or less weighty 
against moving for a new charter at this time, a 
m atter which I do not discuss, but, in my judg­ 
ment. the one adverted to is wholly insufficient.

JUDGE HOLL’s OPINION. 
The opinion of Judge Holl is given in a 
letter addressed by that gentleman to Judge 
H . O. Beatty, and is as follows : 
Judge II. O. Beatty— D ear Sir: 
Some time 
ago you asked me to give you my opinion as to 
the effect of a new charter upon the Act of 
March 25,1872, entitled “An Act to provide for 
the redemption of the lunded indebtedness of 
the city of Sacramento.” 
I have been delayed iu complying with your 
request by a desire to exam ine this question 
with considerable care. It is in my judgment 
of paramount importance to the city, aud I 
think all citizens who understand the benefits 
derived from the Funded Debt Commission will 
agree with me that it is far better to do without 
a new charter than to destroy the Commis ion. 
Indeed I know of no calamity likely to befall 
the city fraught with so serious a financial dis­ 
aster as would be the abrogation of this law. 
Iu view of the importance of the subject, I 
have devoted such time as ¡ could spare from 
other engagements to the examination of this 
matter. I nave now arrived at a cot elusion, 
which is quite satisfactory to my own mind, 
aud 1 propose to give it you for whatever it is 
worth. 
First—It is my opinion that the adoption of a 
new charter would have the effect to abrogate 
the law in question aud destroy the Fuuded 
Debt Commission. 
Second—It is my opinion further that any 
provisions in the new charter providing lor the 
pespetuation of the old, or for creating a new 
Funded Debt Commission, would be held in 
conflict with the provisions oi the new Consti­ 
tution. 
There are several reasons why I believe the 
adoption of the new Charter would repeal the 
Act creating the Fund Commission, which I 
will state iu their order : 
First—The Act referred to is in substance a part 
of the law regulating the municipal affairs of 
this city, and it must naturally give way to a 
new system of municipal government. 
Second—The new Charter must inevitably 
deal with the city debt, and it is a fam iliar rule 
of construction that where a new law covers the 
same ground occupied by the old, the old law is 
abrogated by implication. This view of the law 
is fully borne out by the following cases : Peo­ 
ple vs. Heushaw. (70 Cal., p. 442) 
Frazier vs. 
Alexander, (75 Cal., 152); State vs. Conkling, (19 
Cal.. 512); City and County of Sacramento vs. 
Bird, (15 Cal., 275). 
Third—The Board of Trustees of the city, the 
Treasurer of the city, 1 ax Collector, City* As­ 
sessor, the President of the Board of Tru-tees, 
each aud all. have a duty to perform under this 
Act in aid of the Fund Commissioners. 
A new charter would, of course, abolish these 
offices, and the Commissioners would be power­ 
less to act without them. This last objection is 
sometimes attempted to be met by saying that 
the new charter could provide officers to take 
the place of tbo e now named in the Act creating 
the Fund Commissioners. No doubt this could 
be doue in form, but in substance it would be 
re-enacting the oid law. It would not be merely 
amending the old law, but It would do some­ 
thing snore—it would give new life and vitality 
to the Act, because without this new legislation 
the Act would be utterly inoperative; and while 
the new legislation would in due form be in the 
nature of an amendment, it would, in fact, be the 
re-euactiug of a new law. This could not be 
clone under the present ( (institution, because it 
would be special legislation applied to the 
aftiirs of a municipal corp 'ration. In speaking 
unon this subject the Supreme Court of the 
State, in the case of Thomas vs. Ashworth (73 
Cal., p. 77) says: “A charter cannot be amended 
by a special law. but while these restrictions 
exist the Legislature has the power to control 
the charters of all corporations by general law.” 
In the same case, on page 77. they say: “On 
reading the Constitution it wilt be observed that 
its framers were particularly careful to restrict 
the Legislature from passing local or special 
laws.” See Art. 4, Sec. 25: Art. 11, Sec. 4, 5. 11. 
12.14; Art. 12, Sec. 1, 5,11, and Sec. 11 of Art. 10, 
where legislative powers are conferred on coun­ 
ties, cities, towns or townships by the Constitu­ 
tion. such powers are still made subject to and 
liable to be controlled by general laws. So it 
will be observed th at the mt-auing attributed to 
the last clause of Sec, 6. Art. 11. is iu accordance 
with the general plan on which the Constitu­ 
tion was framed—that is, the inhibition of spe­ 
cial or local legislation aud the allowance of 
general legislation. Evils constantly arise frcm 
special legislation, and such evils it was the in­ 
tention of the Constitution-makers to prevent. 
1 will give you my reasons for the opinion 
that the old Act creating the Commission 
couid not be perpetuated, nor a uew Com­ 
mission be created by the new charter. In con­ 
sidering this question, the nature of the Funded 
Debt Commission must be carefully kept iu 
mind. It has been held ever since Wi liam 
Pitt introduced his great funding scheme in the 
English Parliament that Governments, whether 
national, state, county or city, could lawfully 
Create commissions, or. in other words, trustees 
to handle, or deal vri*h. or buy u p the public 
debt of such Government. This, however, can 
not be done by the Go-. rnment itself; it must 
in this matter act by trustee, as it cannot become 
or act as its own trustee. If the City Trustees, 
as such, should do w hat the Fund Commission­ 
ers are doing—that is. buy up the bonds and 
coupons of the city—the bonds and coupons 
thu* bought would be canceled at once and 
cease to exist. The set of the trustee would be 
the act of the city» and the city, in buying its 
own coupons and toads, would simply be pay­ 
ing its debts. With the Funded Dent Commis­ 
sioners it is otherwise: they are the trustees for 
the citv. T her take the city's money; with this 
thev búv an the city debt—toad- and coupons— 
hole! them in trust for the city, and continue to 
collect the interest thereon, for the benefit of 
the ci’y. ju t as any other bondholder would do. 
This distinction* between the office:» of the 


city, acting as such officers, and trustees acting 
merely as trustees, created for a special pur­ 
pose, must not be lost sight of. In the first in­ 
stance the relation of principal and agent is es­ 
tablished, and the act of the agent is the act of 
the principal. 
In the second instance the rela­ 
tion of trustee and cestui quc trust is established. 
These are radically and essentially different re­ 
lations. as every lawyer knows. 
As above stated, such funding schemes, by 
the intervention of trustee, have been for mauy 
years upheld, both in this country and in Eng­ 
land, but for some reason not apparent the new 
Constitution of this State prohibits them. Act 
11, Section 13, is in my judgment entirely con­ 
clusive upon this question. It declares that 
“The Legislature shall not delegate to any 
special Commission or individual any power to 
control, appropriate, supervise or in any way 
interiere with any county, city, town or m uni­ 
cipality, money, property or effects, whether 
held in trust or otherwise, or perform any mu­ 
nicipal fuoction8 whatever.” I have before me 
the opinion of several attorneys, for whose 
opinions 1 have the highest respect; they at­ 
tem pt to overcome this express inhibition in 
the Constitution each in his own way. It is 
needless to say that I disigree with both. 
It is 
claimed, on the one hand, in substance, that 
the powers now’ exercised by the Fund Com­ 
missions might lie conferred on the Mayor or 
other officer provided for in the new’ cnarter. 
This I understand admits, impliedly at least, 
that 
this power—to buy up the 
funded 
debt—canno; be conferred on persons not 
connected with the citv government. They 
must 
be city officers named in the char­ 
ter, such as the Mayor, Common Council, 
etc.; they must be agenta of the city to carry 
on the municipal affairs. Now these officers, 
under the new charter, iu the exercise of this 
power—to buy up the city debt—must act in one 
of two capacities, either as city officers, or as in­ 
dividuals whose official names were merely used 
to designate the individuals who shall consti­ 
tute the Commission, the same way as if the 
Board should be formed by appointing the 
Cashier ot the National Bank of D. O. Mills &. 
Co., the President of the Board of Trade, the 
Secretary of the Agricultural Society, etc. In 
the first instance they would be acting as 
the city’s agents in buying up the debt; and the 
debt, when purchased, would simpiy be paid. 
In the second instance, where the duty of Fund 
Commissioners is entirely disconnected from 
their official duties as city officers, they would 
constitute a special Commission or individuals 
with power to control, and appropriate, and 
supervise the money, property aud effects oi the 
city, so far as necessary to discharge their duties 
as such Commissioners, which is prohibited by 
the Constitution above cited. On the other hand it 
is claimed that the inhibition is directed against 
the Act of the Legislature, and not against 
the act of the fifteen freeholders, who are to 
form this charter. 
The first objection to the 
view is that the charter must be “consistent 
with aud subject to the Constitution aud laws of 
this State” (Constitutional amendment, Statute 
1887, page 89). The substance of Section 13, 
Article XI., is to prevent “special Commissions 
or individuals from controlling, appropriating 
or supeivisiug, or in any way interfering with 
the money, property or effects of a municipal 
corporation.” The form in which that inhibi­ 
tion is expressed has little to do with the ques­ 
tion; what the Legislature cannot do without 
the fifteen freeholders, it can. most certainly, 
not do with their assistance. The second objee 
tion to this proposition is that the Legislature 
does, in fact, delegate this power, if it is dele­ 
gated at all. The charter must be submitted to, 
aud approved by, the Legislature; whatever is 
delegated or authorized by the chatter is dele­ 
gated or authorized by the Legislature, for with­ 
out the Legislature approves the charter there 
is no charter, nor can there be one. Under this 
peculiar provision of the Constitution the fifteen 
freeholders are, iu my opinion, little more than 
the draughtsmen of a bill aud petitioners to the 
Legislature to adopt it. 
These reasons are to my mind entirely con­ 
clusive of the questions here discussed; but if 
I had a reasonable doubt, I should still be op­ 
posed to a new charter for two reasons: 
First—The bond-holders would be benefited 
to the extent of hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars if the Funded Debt Commission was de­ 
stroyed. In any doubtful case, therefore, the 
city would be overwhelmed with suits to break 
up the Commission by these persons so deeply 
interested. 
Second-The benefits of the Commission are 
so much greater to the city than any j»ossible 
advantage that she con d derive from a new 
charter, that no sensible business man would 
jeopardize the great certain benefit of the Com­ 
mission for the lesser one of a new charter. 
And now in conclusion I will state, not for 
your information—that is needless—but for 
those who may read this letter, what I under­ 
stand to be the benefits derived from the Funded 
Debt Commission by the city. I shall not at­ 
tempt to do more than approximate to figures, 
nor will space permit me to go into detail, and I 
will take what I understand will be the opera­ 
tions of the Commission this year, as a sample 
of what is being (lone and what may be done. 
First, then, the city is compelled to pay into a 
sinking and interest fund fifty-five per cent, of 
all her general revenue, including the gross re­ 
ceipts of the water wo/ks ; out of thi9 fund is 
paid the annual interest on our city debt, and 
finally on the debt itself. 1 understand that in 
this year 1890 there will be paid into this fund 
by the city over §130,000. That within the next 
six mouths this sum will be paid to the bond­ 
holders and coupon-holders of our city. 
Now, as I understand this m atter,’our Fund 
Commissioners stands ready to join this in­ 
numerable 
caravan—of bond 
and coupon- 
bolders—that lead to the City Treasurer’s office, 
and out ot this sum of SI30.000 they (the Com­ 
missioners) will take 8110,000, leaving the bal­ 
ance to be divided between 8 am Davis, Daniel 
Mever, George E. Bates and other holders of the 
city’s debts. This $110.000 will again be used to 
buy other bonds and other coupons. Thus the 
Fuuded Commission, if continued, will take 
8110,000 (which would otherwise go to the gen­ 
eral bondholders) and apply it to the purchase 
of the city’s debts, and that this process will be 
kept up from year to year until our debt is 
practically paid; thst this 8110,000 is due for 
annual interest upon bonds held by the Com­ 
missioners in trust for the city and upon cou­ 
pons purchased below their face value; that, if 
the Commission is abolished, the bonds and 
coupons now in their hands will revert to the 
city aud be canceled, while the interest now 
collected thereon for the benefit of the city will 
go to swell the plethoric purses of the Davises 
and Meyers and other holders of the city debt.

The following contributions to the street 
im provem ent literature of the day were 
received yesterday: 
E ds. R ecord U nion : W hile I have read 
with much interest the many able argu­ 
m ents and suggestions made at the public 
meetings held here in the past two weeks, 
concerning the best mode of filing our 
public streets, I am surprised at not seeiBg 
a single suggestion made in reference to 
the all-im portant quesiioD : Can we get 
along without the trade of the surrounding 
country? If we cannot, let us at once go 
ahead and devise some meatis whereby the 
farmers and their teams with loads of pro­ 
duce can enter our city w ithout being 
stalled in the mud, after crossing Thirty- 
first street, as is the case at this writing. 
I 
know of four teams to-day hitched at Oak 
Park, while their owners had to do their 
purchases on ioot, and one of them told 
me, “ This is the last trip I will make to 
Sacramento this winter, unless she fixes 
her streets so I can drive in.” 
I presume most of 
us 
are 
aware 
that 
the 
trade 
we 
are now 
losing 
by having no inlet to our city is fully $12,­ 
000 per week, or $48,000 per m onth. 
I be­ 
lieve this is but a sm all estimate, and as 
this is but m id-w inter as yet, one can easily 
see the great loss we will be at before the 
season is over, unless something is done at 
once. 
Now, talk is cheap, and we are ail 
very willing to give a good deal of it for 
very little m oney; but I say something 
must be done now, and here is my plan. 
Take some street, say L or N (I mention 
these two because they are graded and 
graveled from Seventh io Fifteenth street), 
let the city of Sacramento oledge itself to 
pay one-half the expense of putting a good 
bed of gravel on either of there streets, 
from Fifteenth to Thirty-first street, and let 
the owners along the said street pay the 
o tu.er half. This will give an outlet to the 
Itrighton road and theupperStockton road; 
th n let the city dojthe same in the case of 
Twelfth street, from J to the American 
river bridge. This will adm it the farmers 
from all that 
vast country beyond the 
Norris grant. Then, when this is done, we 
have re-opened onr 
relations with the 
country, and we can take the balance of 
the w inter to discuss the best and cheapest 
way to m ake our streets the finest in the 
land.

Eds R e co rd -U n io s: There has so much 
been said about street work of late that I 
am constrained to say a word in that line. I 
believe that the most of our people are in 
favor of im proving and ornam enting the 
streets, and I believe the most of ns are in 
favor of the Thirty-first-street plan. Now 
to m ake a start, why not ask the city to 
start in and grade and pave one street to 
the city lim its at the city's expense’ The 
cost certainly should be an equal bnrden 
upon all taxpayers, as all are equally bene­ 
fited by the roadway. 
By adopting this 
plan we avoid all contention and in ­ 
augurate the work. 
Therefore, let our 
Board of Trustees immediately get to work 
and put the ball in motion. 
Convince the 
people that there is no job in it and there 
will be no kicking, and our Board will not 
be called upon lo speak harshly io those 
citizens who think they have some rights 
besides paying taxes. ' I would therefore 
suggest that a committee of citizens be ap­ 
pointed by the Im provem ent Association to 
select either L or N street for this purpose, 
and then let the Im provem ent Association 
go in mass and demand of the Board of 
Trustees their right3 as citizens and tax- 
pavers. 
If this is done the people will then 
be found a unit upon the subject, aud peace 
will be established.

OF THE FAST.

H as the snow king called off his forces 
for good, or is this only a temporary lull, 
preparatory to 
another 
disastrous 
on­ 
slaught ? 
This was the all-im portant question 
among the railroad people yesterday and 
last night. 
The cessation of hostilities on the part of 
the elements in the Sierra Nevadas dates 
irom Monday morning, and up to a late 
hour last night all was still quiet. The 
railroad people have seized the opportunity 
with a vengeance and never, since the 
storm became troublesome, have they 
worked harder to clear the track than they 
have in the past two days and nights. 
Should no more snow fall within the 
next twenty-four hours the track will be as 
“clean as a whistle.” 
The track from Colfax to Alta remains 
clear, having been polished off Monday by 
a host of shovelers. Trains may now 
pass between these points, but very slowly, 
owing to the large quantity of ice which 
forms on the rails. Shovelers are now 
working eastward from Alta toward Blue 
Canyon, to meet the rotary plow, which is 
coming west. The track on the other side 
is clear from Blue Canyon toT ruckee, 
except where the sheds are down. 
Thus 
it will be seen that all that is now neces­ 
sary is a little time for the two forces 
of shovelers and plows to meet, and the 
blockaded trains may move. 
The track is clear also from Em igrant 
Gap to Blue Canyon. The battle waged 
against the snow-banks all day yesterday 
in the vicinity of Prospect Cut, several 
miles west of Blue Canyon. The shovelers 
worked like Trojans, and the task, though 
seemingly almost impossible, owing to the 
colossal m ountains of snow, was finally ac­ 
complished. Thence the shoveleis directed 
their efforts upon the mile and a half strip 
of (rack which was left bare by the burn­ 
ing of snow sheds last sum m er. This is 
near Cascade, twenty miles east of Blue 
Canyon. 
The cleaning of this strip of track means 
the raising of the blockade. 
From information received at the depot 
last night it is calculated that unless an­ 
other downfall of snow is precipitated, this 
last strip of track would be clean by m orn­ 
ing and the imprisoned trains released. 
This will bring the first of the west bound 
trains in this city some tim e this afterncoa. 


CONDITION OF THE PASSENGEES. 
The passengers in the two trains im ­ 
prisoned at Blue Canyon are well pro­ 
vided for.having been supplied with plenty 
of provisions and fuel, aud altogether very 
comfortable, thanks to the heroic exer­ 
tions of the railroad people. 
Much of the 
provisions had to be packed m any miles 
by snow-shoers. 
Plenty of fresh meat ar­ 
rives daily, as well as other provisions of 
the best quality. 
The train which left this city yesterday 
for Colfax was literally loaded down with 
provisions of every variety for the im pris­ 
oned passengers and the army of shovelers, 
and the same spectacle was to be seen 
every day aim ost since the blockade be­ 
gan. 
After considerable difficulty a list of the 
passengers on the trains at Blue Canyon has 
been obtained. They are as lollows :

PREPARING TO MOVE. 
A late dispatch from Em igrant Gap last 
night stated that the blockade was nearlv 
raised. The rotary plow started west from 
Blue Canyon at 9 p. m , and, it was stated, 
would likely m ake Alta by 12 o’clock. 
Train No. 4 would then start west. A few 
drifts in the snow-sheds and the opening at 
Cascade still remained to be cleared, which 
would take several hours. The road was 
then open from the Sum m it east. 
Another dispatch from Towles, which is 
only a mile east of Alta, announced that 
the road was open west from that place. 
East of there about six miles to Shady 
Run remained blocked. 
The rolary plow 
was m omentarily expected through that 
place. Trains Nos 1 and 3 were then pre­ 
paring to move east after their six days’ 
rest in the snow near Shady R un. The 
weather at that time was reported fair. 


THE SITUATION NORTH. 
The situation on the Shasta division re­ 
mains about the same as last reported. 
Four hundred shovelers, under the direc­ 
tion of Superintendent Pratt, are widening 
the snow avenue from Sims to Delta, so as 
to allow train 15 to pass between the bauks 
of snow. Number 15 was taken to Red­ 
ding last night. 
The “ dead” engines at 
Fourteenth crossing were reached by Lin- 
berg’s crew during yesterday, and he is 
now moving toward Sims with five eDgines 
and one huudred shovelers. 
The plow which started from Mott on 
Monday with four eDgines is buried and 
temporarily abandoned in a snow-slide five 
miles north of Dunsm uir. One hundred 
shovelers started from D unsm uir last night 
to clear the track with shovels. 
The snow plowed from the track on the 
side of the m ountain slid down and bnried 
the lower track. Gangs of shovelers are 
working southward from Edgewood, and 
are clearing the deep cut, but are working 
with a disabled plow, and have to depend 
on the shovelers. There are eight h un­ 
dred shovelers on the road working night 
and day. One inch of snow fell Monday 
night at Dunsmuir, bat yesterday it was 
clear and warm. 
The north-bound Oregon passeDger train 
which has been blockaded above Sims’ 
will be brought back to San Francisco as 
soon as it can be cleared. 
It is estimated that it will be fully a 
week, even w ith good weather, before the 
Shasta route can be again cleared for travel. 
Inform ation received last night from 
Ashland, Oregon, which is just over the 
border line between the two States, says 
that about sixty first class passengers and 
sixty-seven second-class are detained there 
waiting to go sonth. 
All of the passengers are furnished meals 
at the expense of the railroad company 
at tne depot hotel, and comfortable quar­ 
ters are provided for everybody. 
Nothing definite is known about the 
raising of the blockade. 
Five engines 
with a snow-plow cleared the track over 
to Siskiyou Friday, and went on south, ar­ 
riving at Edgewood yesterday. There will 
be no trouble north of Edgewood unless 
more snow should fall. The weather is 
clear and cool there now. 


WH.l THE RAILROAD CONTENDED WITH. 
The R k c o r d-U n io n ' s special correspond­ 
ent wired the following trom the scene of 
the blockade last n ig h t: 
“ None but 
the 
snow-shovelers, 
im ­ 
prisoned passengers and those who have 
visited the scene will ever know how hard 
the Southern Pacific Company has worked 
on the Sierra Nevadas to release the im ­ 
prisoned trains and open the road. The 
soow is all over the m ountains, even as far 
down as Newcastle, and at Colfax it is 
nearly five feet deep alongside of the track. 
The rails are cleared, however, and to­ 
night the road is open as far as Towles, a 
station about a mile above Alta. 
“ The tops of houses in Coltax are covered 
with snow to a depth of two feet and njore, 
and the narrow gauge road to Grass Valley 
and Nevada City has not been in operation 
for several days. 
Mail is brought to and 
from those places every few days by a m an 
I w ith a light sleigh. 
H e lakes the roads 
1 down in the canyons w here the snow is 
• shallow. 
i "AU Eastern destined mails have been 


taken frcm the blockaded trains and sent 
back and around by the Southern route. 
“The passengers in the east-bound over­ 
land which has been lyiDg at Colfax for 
the past four or five days are all comfort­ 
able, and the food, which is furnished them 
at the railroad company’s expense, is all of 
first-class variety. 
“ I’ll tell you what,’ said Constable Dyer 
of Colfax, ‘the railroad folks have been 
treating their men and passengers royally 
all through this storm . Tons and tons of 
provisions have been shipped, and any of 
them that may be kicking about their con­ 
dition (and I don’t believe any are) are of 
the class who are extremely hard to please.’ 
“The supply tr a in which w e n t to Alta 
fro m Colfax this m o rn iD g ta k in g men and 
p r o v is io n s w e n t b a c k this e v e n in g .” 


GARCIA’S SUICIDE. 


H is In te n d e d V ictim T ells W hy H e T ried 
to M u rd er H er. 
The inquest in the case of Oliver Garcia 
who shot him self on Saturday last after 
having attem pted to m urder V irginia Vas- 
qnez, w ith whom he was m adly in love, 
was concluded bv Deputy Coroner George 
Clark yesterday afternoon. 
The statem ent of Miss Vasquez was read 
to the jury. The woman testified that she 
had known Garcia about two m onths. The 
last tim e she saw him was on the m orning 
of the ISth instant. She had contemplated 
a trip to San Franciscoand her friends gave 
her a farewell party. Garcia came in late 
in the evening. 
At about 4 o’clock in the 
m orning he called her out into the kitchen, 
saying he wished to speak with her alone. 
Upon reaching the kitchen he asked her 
if she was mad at him . She replied that 
she was not. W ithout saying another word 
he drew a revolver from his pocket and 
shot her, after which he shot himself. 
“Two weeks ago.” concluded the woman 
in her statem ent, “he declared he would 
kill m e, but I never thought anything 
about it. 
He made that rem ark because I 
would not m arry him . That, I think, is 
the reason he shot me. 
I intended to go to 
Ssn Francisco that m orning to live.” 
This testimony, in connection with that 
taken from other witnesses on Monday, 
was subm itted to the jury. 
After a short 
deliberation a verdict of suicide was ren­ 
dered. 
The self-defense theory cut no fig­ 
ure in the m atter whatever.

T ulare, January 21at.—The south-bound 
passenger train was stopped this thoruin” 
by two masked man seven miles north cf 
Tulare. 
The robbers climbed over the 
bageage-car to the engine and ordered the 
engineer to stop the train, which he did. 
The men then compelled the engineer and 
fireman to go with them and order the ex­ 
press messenger to open the door. 
The robbers made the engineer and fire­ 
m an accompany them several hundred 
yards from the train. A tram p who was 
stealing a rtde was seen by the robbers 
while crawling out, aad m istaking him for 
a trainm an, they shot him in the head. 
The wounded m an was brought to this 
city. H e is now ucconscious, but may re­ 
cover. 
The brakem an started forward to 
see what was the m atter, but ran back 
when ordered by the robbeis. There is no 
trace yet of the ruen. 
Engineer S. H . Depue says that the first 
he saw of the men they were coming down 
over the tender. Both had shotguns fast­ 
ened to straps over their necks and shoul­ 
ders, so they could be used handily; The 
m en ordered the engineer to stop at the 
crossing of the road from Visalia to H an ­ 
ford, which he did. The men were very 
cool and determined. 
W hen the engineer 
asked the express messeneer to open the 
door the robbers he'd the trainm en between 
them and the car, so tne messenger could 
not shoot. 
The messenger not making sufficient 
h6ste. one of the robbers began counting, 
which cnused the engineer to callout to 
the messenger to hurry up. as the ifiaa was 
going to kid them . One of the men nfled 
the exprese, wl.de the other stood guard 
The robbers compelled the fireman, G. 
W . Lovej ¡y. to carry a sack of the booty 
id irack, after forcing h:m 
eadlight of the locomotive. 
The am ount taken is reported to be $25,­ 
000. The offkers are scouring the couutry. 
V isalia, January 2ist.—Shortly before 
daybreak this m orning the south-bound 
Southern Pacific train wa3 boarded and 
robbed between Goshen and Tuiare. 
Ru- 
m ot savs there were ten in the gang. A 
few m inutes afterward the Sheriff dis­ 
patched six men from here armed and 
mounted. 


G o s h e n , January 21st.—Train 19 was 
robbed by two m en two miles south of 
Goshen at 4 a. m. One man was latally 
wounded. One of the robbers is about six 
feet high and will weigh about ISO pouDds. 
H e wore a dark slouch hat, a brown duck 
coat and very dirty overalls and shoes. 
The overalls were old and brown. The 
hair of this robber wes dark. The other 
robber is about 5 feet 7 inches in hight, 
weighed about 150 pounds, wore a dark 
slouch hat and very dirty blue overalls and 
shoes. His hands were not tanned. The 
two were armed with one shotgun and 
rubber-handled revolvers. 
They fataiiy wounded one m an in the 
head with buckshot.
